EASTERN  FEDERALISM. 

The  following  character  of  the  Federalism  of 
Massachusetts  is  neither  tame  nor  flattering. 
lfitasafault.it  is  that  sometimes  found 
by  partial  friends  with  a good  portrait,  that 
it  is  too  correct  a likeness.  We  extract  it 
from  an  Oration  delivered  by  Asher  Ware, 
Esq.  before  the  Washington  Society  of  Bos- 
ton on  the  late  anniversary. 

“ On  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
the  government  of  this  commonwealth 
•was  placed  in  the  hands  of  vain  glorious 
and  boas'ful  federalism.  The  leaders  of 
the  party,  while  the  thunders  of  war  were 
heard  rolling  at  a distance,  were  not  spar- 
ing ol  their  censures  of  the  general  go- 
vernment, for  want  of  courage  and  mili- 
tary talent.  Tlie  close  of  the  war  gave 
them  an  opportunity  of  exhibiting  their 
prowess  in  the  field,  as  well  as  on  paper 
It  is  vain  for  them  in  this  case  to  plead 
conscience.  Their  political  Nestor  had 
gravely  announced  to  his  admirers,  that 
it  was  lawful  to  delcnd  the  soil,  even  a- 
gainst  the  armies  of  Britain  ; and  happy 
would  it  have  been  for  our  honor,  if  the 
energies  of  the  ‘ Washington  of  Massa- 
chusetts’ had  not  been  exhausted  in  dis- 
covering and  giving  utterance  to  this 
great  truth.  One  good  effect,  however,, 
resulted  from  it.  It  removed  from  scru- 
fiutous  federalism,  the  restraint  of  con- 
science, and  now  was  the  time  to  shew 
her  gallant  bearing.  Never  was  men 
placed  in  circumstances  where  honor 
called  more  imperiously  for  action.  But 
where  shall  we  look  for  the  monuments 
of  federal  prowess  ? Shall  we  go  to  East- 
port,  or  shall  we  stop  at  Uastine  ? Wliere 
Was  the  spirit  of  federal  chivalry  when 


silli- 
ed into  war  wiili  the  most  powerful  nation  on 
the  globe  was  mu  every  nerve  necessary  to  car- 
ry us  safe  througlil  it  > But  the  ambition  of 
faction  slept  not.  Your  leaders  were  animated 
to  more  vigorous  exertions  for  their  own  pro- 
motion. To  palsy  the  arm  of  government,  and 
to  enfeeble  the  powers  of  the  Ri-pnblicans,  so 
as  to  cover  them  with  disgrace,  and  on  their 
ruins  to  elevate  th  miselves,  were  the  best  ex 
pedients  which  a desperate  ambition  couida- 
dopt — They  decried  the  war  I'liey  vindica- 
ted all  the  atrocities  of  a barliarons  enriny. 

They  scouted  at  tiie  triumph  ofoiir  arms  ! de- 
daring  it  was  unbecoming  a moral  and  reli 
gioiis  people  to  rejoice  in  mir  successes.  '1  hey 
Wished  to  deny  their  country  the  use  of 
men  and  money  — I'hey  discountenanced  the 
enlistment  of  troops  and  the  offer  of  loans. 

And  finally,  to  close  the  career  of  tiieir  iniqiii- 
tv,  they  menaced  a dissolution  <f  the  union, 
and  organized  the  Uarifnrd  t'onvrniion.  Infat- 
uated desperate  men  ' Was  it  th'is  that  you 
expected  to  obtain  tlie  reins  of  power  ? Was 
it  thus  that  you  expected  to  secure  the  confi 
dence  of  tlie  American  people!  Were  disu- 
nion and  treason  the  arguments  by  which  you 
hoped  to  recommend  yourselves  to  their  at- 
tachment ?

may  be  thought  proper  and  necessary  by 
the  Congress,  for  forming  foreign  alli- 
ances, and  a confederation  of  the  colonies, 
at  such  a time,  and  in  the  manner,  as  to 
them  shall  seem  best  : Provided,  that  tlie 
power  of  forming  government  for,  and 
the  regulation  of  the  internal  concerns  of 
each  colony,  be  left  to  the  respective 
colonian  legislatures. 

Resolved  unanimously.  That  a commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  prepare  a declaration 
ol  rights  and  such  a plan  of  government 
as  will  be  most  likely  to  maintain  peace 
and  order  ia  this  colony,  and  secure  sub- 
stantial and  equal  liberty  to  the  people.

Numerous  emigrations  are  taking  place  from 
various  parts  of  Europe  to  the  United  States. 
The  mechanics  and  manufacturers  of  Britain 
are  daily  transporting  their  skill  and  industry 
to  America.  An  English  paper  states,  that 
there  were  12  American  ships  nearly  ready  to 
sail  with  passengers.  Some  of  tite  most  opu- 
lent families  of  France,  finding  that  under  the 
legitimate  goyemmeut  of  that  country,  there 
is  neither  security  for  their  person  nor  proper- 
ty, are  preparing  to  remove  where  the  success, 
ful  example  of  democracy  opens  to  them  a bet- 
ter  field  for  the  employment  «f  capital  and  a 
better  chance  for  individual  happiness.  From 
J’rujsia,  tliough  the  manufacturers  there  are  in 
a state  of  tolerable  prosperity,  emigrations  are 
about  to  take  place  to  the  Brazils,  to  North 
America,  and  particularly  to  Poland,  where, 
it  is  said,  '*  they  are  sure  of  a good  reception 
from  government.” 

We  regard  these  emigrations  with  pleasure. 
-Americans  must  feel  proud  that  their  country 
is  sought  as  an  as>him  by  the  oppressed. 
While,  however,  these  good  people  bring  to 
our  shores  their  useful  and  industrious  habits  ; 
while  their  laborers  and  manufacturers  may 
find  a sphere  for  their  talents,  in  the  less  fer- 
tile and  more  populous  states  of  the  union — 
we  are  satisfied  that  the  character  of  our  conn- 
iry  will  never' he  that  of  a Tminufacturing  iia 
lion.  AonicuLTeHs  will  conlinue  to  flourish

I Sviia.  There  she  travelled  in  all  direc- 
I tions,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Bruce,  who 
has  just  been  tried  for  the  part  he  took 
in  the  escape  of  Lavalettc.  She  spent 
I several  years  wandeiing  among  the  ru- 
ins of  Palmyra  and  llicropolis.  and  ex- 
ploding the  rallies  of  Mount  Leb.inon.

Who  li.as  forgot  I he  enterprize  and  the  fate 
of  Paait ! — .Major  Peudic  is  about  treading  in 
his  steps — his  end  the  same,  but  the  season, 
and  the  means,  are  essentially  different.  Eve- 
ry tiling  is  shunned,  which  was  supposed  to 
have  defeated  the  expedition  of  Park. 

In  1804,  Mungo  Park  was  invited,  by  the 
secretary  of  state  for  the  colopial  government, 
to  undertake  an  expedition  into  the  interior  of 
.Africa.  The  great  object  in  view,  was,  to 
trace  the  river  Niger,  w hose  outlets  had  never 
been  explored  by  the  Europeans.  Many  con- 
jectures bad  been  entertained  — The  opinion  of 
the  ancients  was,  that  it  bad  no  connection  witli 
the  ocean,  but  spread  itself  into  a considerable 
lake  like  the  Caspian  sea. — .M.tjor  Kennell, 
the  celebrated  geographer  was  of  this 
opiluon.— .V.alUer  kuppoiitiou  whs,  thftt  It  fiUU 


into  the  Nile,  constituting  the  western  or 
White  branch  of  that  wonderful  river. — A third 
idea  W'as,  that  it  branches  into  a^  variety  of 
streams,  which  fall  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  at 
the  northern  point  of  the  Bay  of  Guinea.— But 
the  most  plausible  opinion,  is,  tliat  it  turns  to 
the  south,  and  ultimately  terminates  in  the  riv- 
er  Congo,  which  is  described  as  “ one  of  the 
most  magmificeiU  streams  in  the  world ; run. 
ning  with  the  rapidity  of 5 or  6 miles  an  hour, 
and  a width  ofncarly  an  English  mile,  for  ma- 
ny hundred  miles  above  its  mouth,  and  a depth 
of  not  less  than  5ti  fathoms.”— .Mr.  Park  was 
most  strongly  ofthe  latter  opinion. 

Most  unfortunately  for  Park,  his  journey  to 
the  banks  of  the  Niger  was  delayed  so  long  that 
it  interfered  with  the  ratvy  season.  He  left 
England  on  the  3t)th  Jaiiuarj',  1805;  tounhed 
atone  of  Uie  Cape  dc  Verds,  in  March,  lo  pro- 
cure the  .asses  requi-sile  for  fhe  caravan  ; and 
on  the  28lh  of  .March  reached  Gorec.  The 
plan  was,  to  send  with  him  a delacliimiit  of 
troops,  to  protect  him  f om  interruption — and 
some  “seamen  and  carpenters  to  consirnct 
vessels  for  the  navigation  of  the  river.”  From 
the  garrison  at  Gorec,  his  troops  were  to  be  se- 
lected. 

On  the  26lh  .April  he  left  tlie  Gamliir,  to 
cross  the  country  to  the  Niger — nor  did  he  ar- 
rive before  Oclobtr — an  interval  fatal  to  all 
his  prospects — the  season  of  rains  and  levers  ; 
which  carried  offliis  Kiiropeans  with  a tremen- 
dons  rapidity  The  f.illowing  extract  of  a let- 
ter to  the  sccretai  V ofstate  for  the  colonial  de- 
partment, writleii,from  J-vnsanding,  November 
17tli,  1305,  will  best  paint  the  situation  to 
w hich  he  w:u<  reduced  : 

Vour  lordship  will  recollect,  that  I always 
spoke  ofthe  rain)  season  with  liorror,  as  being 
exiremelv  fatal  to  Kuropi  an-;;  and  our  journey 
from  Gambia  to  Niger  will  fuiui.li  a melan- 
choly prool  of  i'  .” 

We  lull  no  contest  whatever  with  the  na- 
tives, nor  W'as  any  one  t f us  killed  by  wild  ani- 
mals, or  any  other  accidents  ; and  tet  I am  .sor- 
ry to  say,  liial  of fortfj  four  Europeans  who  left 
the  Gambia  in  perfect  lirailh,^t>e  only  arc  at 
pi  esent  alive, ' iz  t three  soldiers  (one  deranged 
in  llis  mind,)  lieutenant  Martyn  and  niy.s«lf. 

“ Prom  this  account  I am  afraid  that  your 
lordship  w ill  be  apt  lo  consider  matters  as  in  a 
very  hopeless  stale  ; but  I assure  you  that  I am 
far  from  desponding.  With  the  assistdiice  of 
one  of  the  soldiers,  1 have  changed  a large  ca- 
noe into  a tolerable  good  schooner,  on  board  of 
which  1th is  day  ho: 5 ‘ed  the  British  flag  and 
shall  set  sail  to  the  east,  with  the  fixed  resolu- 
tion to  discover  the  terminalion  of  the  Niger, 
or  perish  in  the  attempt.  I have  heard  nothing 
that  A can  dept  iul  on  respecting  the  remote 
course  of  this  mighty  stream  ; but  I am  more 
and  more  inclined  to  think,  that  it  can  end  no 
where  but  m the  sea.” 

Gallant  spirit thy  situation  Was  hopelcs  in- 
deed.

— On  desending  the  .N’iger,  Park  was 
assassinated  near  the  village  of  A’aonr

' since  he  was  last  lieard  of,  the  probabili- 
ty of  his  being  in  existence  is  so  chi* 
j inerical  as  scarcely  to  afford  the  most 
distant  ray  of  its  being  realized  The 
following  is,  however,  a singular  coinci- 
dence ; there  can  be  no  doubt  but  the 
white  men  therein  mentioned  might  be 
‘ Park,  and  probably  his  fellow  traveller 
! Lieutenant-Martin  ; particularly  as  it  is 
known  they  embarked  on  the  Niger  with 
only  three  of  their  companions  ; and  also 
that  no  persons,  as  is  there  described, 
could  possibly  be  in  the  interior  of  that 
country,  and  similarly  situated,  but  them,. 
The  manner  in  which  this  information 
has  been  obt.-iined  is  rather  singular,  but 
there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  of  its  cor- 
rectness. It  appears  that  some  time 
since  a gentleman  accidentally  observetl 
in  London  a seaman  whom  he  had  seen 
inCadiz,  where  he  was  well  known  from 
his  having  been  in  Africa,  and  at  Tom- 
buctoo,  a city  which  no  white  person  be- 
fore has  been  able  to  reach,  although  it 
is  the  great  object  of  European  research. 
This  seaman,  whose  name  is  Robert  A- 
dams,  belonged  to  the  Amerisan  ship 
Charles,  (and  is  a native  of  America, 
born  oil  Hudson’s  Riverl  and  was  wreck- 
ed October  ,1,  1 8 1 0,  near  a small  place 
called  El  Gezi,  on  the  African  coast,  to 
the  Nortliward  of  Cape  Blanco;  and, 
with  the  rest  ofthe  crew,  made  prisoners 
by  the  Moors. — After  some  time  the 
whole  were  conveyed  by  the  barbarians 
across  the  great  desert  to  Sodemny,  and 
thence  to  lombuctoo,  experiencing  the 
greatest  fatigues  and  hardships,  fl/ter 
a slavery  at  various  places  for  four  years, 
and  undergoing  every  cruel  treatment, 
he  was  so  fortunate  as  to  have  his  ransom 
effected  by  Mr.  Dupuis,  the  Consul  at 
Mogadorc,  from  whence  he  went  to  Fez, 
obtained  a passage  to  Cadiz,  where  be 
remained  until  peace  with  tl.e  United 
States  was  concluded,  and  ultimately  ar- 
rived in  London. 

He  states  that  among  the  negro  slaves 
at  AVed-noon — (where  from  his  being  a 
white  man,  he  attracted  great  notice)—. 
was  a woman,  who  said  she  came  from  a 
place  called  Kouno,  long  way  across  the 
desert,  and  that  she  had  seen  ip  her  own 
country  white  men,  white  as  “ bathe,” 
(meaning  the  white  wall,!  and  in  a large 
boat  with  two  white  sticks  in  it,  with  clotli 
upon  them,  and  that  they  rowed  this  boat 
in  a manner  different  from  the  custom  of 

the  Negroes,  who  use  paddles (rt 

stating  this  she  made  the  motion  of  row- 
ing with  oars,  so  as  to  leave  ho  noubt  that 
she  had  seen  a vessel  in  the  European 

fashion,  and  manned  by  white  people

itJU.and  remained  «here  till  September, 
^•815.  Many  of  the  slaves  purchased  at 
'lombucttoo  and  other  places,  Sc  brought 
by  the  Moors  and  Arabs  across  the  great 
Desert,  come  from  countries  very  far  to 
the  Eastward  : it  is,  therefore,  not  impro- 
bable to  suppose,  that  the  place  from 
whence  tins  woman  came  might  be  the 
kingdom  Ghana,  or  Cano,  on  the  river 
Niger,  lying  between  ttie  10  and  15lh  de- 
grees, of  East  longitude.  Supposing  this 
correct,  the  curious  relation  of  this  person 
will  afford  reasonable  ground  for  conjec- 
tufing,  that  Park  had  made  further  pro- 
gress on  the  Niger  than  where  the  guide 
states  he  parted  with  him  ; and  as  Park’s 
deatli  which  washy  drowning,  together 
with  his  companions,  only  occurred  the 
day  after  ilie  guide  gave  up  his  cliargc, 
he  could  not  have  made  any  progress  in 
his  voyage — Th6  time  that  intcrvcnetl 
between  the. departure  of  Park  from  San- 
sanoing,  where  he  embarked  on  tho  Ni- 
ger the  17th  November,  ISOf,  and  his  re- 
ported death  in  Silla, either  in  March  or 
early  i.,  April,  1806,  would  greatly  admit 
of  his  having  reached  a territory  more 
distant  than  Kanao.  That  this  enterpris- 
ing traveller  has  met  his  death  is  almost 
certain,  but  the  time,  place,  or  circum- 
stance under  which  it  occurred,  are  en- 
veloped in  mystery,  and  rest  alone  oil  the 
hare  assertion  of  his  guide,  who  it  must 
be  recollected,  was  not  an  eye  witness  of 
the  event,  but  obtained  the  in  formation 
from  others. 

At  Wed-noon,  t'.ie  only  white  person 
which  .\dams  found  thnre  was  a French- 
man who  hud  been  shipwrecked  and  ta- 
ken into  slavery.  The  temptation  which 
bad  Been  held  out  to  this  main  as  invari- 
ably done  by  the  followers  of  Mahomet 
ro  all  Christians  who  unfortunateiy  fall 
into  their  power,  was  too  strong  for  him 
to  resist,  ile  had  therefore  rnrnecr  Ma- 
Itometan,  and  was  in  consequence  cir-

“ T(?e  month  of  August  1798,  should  be  con- 
“ secrated  for  posterity.  It  is  too  important  to 
“ be  forgotten  by  you,  to  be  reliiiquiohed  so  far 
“ as  to  accept  your  old  rulers.” 

This  thought  of  Mr.  Wlckliffe’s  is  too  valu- 
able to  be  slightly  passed  over.  The  I4th  of 
August  1798— the  day  when  the  people  of  Ken- 
tucky assembled  to  make  the  i’lltjT  PCBLIC 
OPPOSI  TION  out  of  the  walls  ot  Congress  to 
the  ALIKN  AND  SEDITION  LAWS,  and  the 
other  ODIOUS  AND  WICKED  MEASURES 
OF  JOH.V  ADAMS’S  ADMINISTRATION, 
which  gSi  re  confidence  to  desponding  patriots 
in  other  parts  of  the  Ui.rted  Slates — and  finally 
1e  I to  their  repeal— and  the  election  of  Mr. 
.Tefferson  to  tlie  Presidency— tliis  'day,  we 
say,  should,  like  the  fourth  day  of  July,  be  con- 
secrated by  the  people  “ for  the  benefit  of  pos- 
terity.” ' Remenibei , fellow-citizens,  the  cloud 
whicli  then  hung  over  our  political  horizon  ; 
an  immense  standing  army,  and  a still  larger 
corps  of  civil  .Mamelukes  were  raised,  (to  use 
John  .tdanis’s  expression)  *'  to  sink  the  demo- 
crats into  dust  and  ashes” — Oppressive  because 
unnecessary  taxes  levied  to  support  them — 
and  a .sedition  bill  to  gag  your  mouths,  and  si- 
lence* all  opposition. 

At  this  period,  the  late  patriotic  and  en- 
lightened  Colonel  Nicholas,  one  of  tlie  sol- 
diers of  the  Revolution.declared  before  the  peo- 
ple, making  a solemn  appeal  to  hisOod,  “ that 
lie  then  felt  more  serious  apprelieniionsfor  the 
liberties  of  the  people,  than  he  did  in  tlie  year 
1779  when  oiir  armies  were  dispersed,  his 
family  were  taken  prisoners,  and  the  enemy 
possessed  all  the  strong  holds  of  his  native 
country.  For  I knew,  continued  he,  the  spirit 
of  my  cmintrymen,  and  that  although  that 
spirit  might  be  depressed  for  a moment,  it 
would  finally  rtse&  triumph.— But  the  secrer, 
artftU  and  imidioxis  policy  of  f'eileraliem,  which 
was  sapping  the  liberties  of  the  people,  under 
the  pretext  of  maintaining  them,  and  under- 
mining the  Constitution  whilst  professing  to 
support  it  ” this,  continued  he,  “ I dread 
more  than  the  hostility  of  an  open  and  power- 
ful enemy.”  Fellow  citisens  let  us  listen  to

” I am  about  to  leave  this  place  for  Orleans

captain  general  has  arrived  ; lie  is  to  command 
tins  island  and  dependencies — this  ci-ealed  for 
some  days  a strong  sensation  among  the  plan- 
ters and  merchants,  who  had  learned  that  he 
had  brought  with  him  aji  order  from  the  ador- 
able Ferdinand  to  close  this  port  against  all 
foreign  bottoms.  The  alarm  has,  however, 
pass^  aw.av — the  old  governor,  Ap.adoca,  uii 
derstood  the  st.ate  of  this  colony  better  than 
the  court  of  .Madrid,  and  no  doubt  he  soon  con- 
vinced the  new  captain  general  tliat  a fiu'ce 
which,  uniting  all  he  brought  with  him,  and 
tiiose  here  before,  do  not  exea?ed  1600  men  fit 
for  service,  wouhl  not  he  sufficient  to  repress 
discontent  in  so  extensive  a colony ; for,  al- 
though there  are  here  wliat  may  be  called  local 
militia,  the  Spanish  authorities  appear  to  ap- 
prehend that  if  there  was  any  convulsion,  they 
would  act  on  the  side  of  the  people,  .\padoca 
has  conducted  him.sclf  altogether  in  such  a way 
as  to  be  respected;  and  his  departure,  to  take 
upon  him,  the  viceroyalty  of  Mexico,  is  much 
regretted.  Ile  was  to  have  taken  his  passage 
in  a frigate  of  44  guns,  wdiich  lay-  in  this  har- 
bor, .-nd  which  unfortunately  took  fire  on  the 
4th  of  July,  .and  was  totally  consumed,  without 
a single  article  being  saved.  She  w:is  the  fin- 
est 44  in  the  Spanish  service,  and  her  loss  is 
A'alucd  at  more  than  a million  of  dollars,  exclu- 
sive of  a vast  quantity  of  valuable  goods  which 
were  on  boai*d  of  her  intended  according  to 
immemoral  usage,  to  ha  amu^^led  in  here  — 
Slie  is  reported  to  have  bad  gome  impressed  A 
mencane  on  board  lier. — However,  this  disaster, 
and  the  want  of  any  other  ship  ot  sufficient 
s'rrngth  to  re.sist  the  swarms  of  citizens  of  the 
Columbian  revolters,  which  iiu-est  tliese  seas, 
will  retard  the  departure  of  Apadooa.  He  was 
(o  take  « ith  him  the  skeletons  of  two  regi- 
ments, one  of  which  I saw  marched  as  I was 
going  on  board  : it  was  also  going  for  embar- 
cation,  to  one  of  tlie  ports  opiiosite  tile  Ilavan- 
na,  called  Caracc.as— it  w.as  180  strong.  Two 
embargoes  h.ave  been  resorted  to,  m order  to 
cover  this  formidable  movement,  and  conceal  it 
I'rom  the  Columbian  cruisers ; the  last  embar 
gn  applied  to  Spanish  vessels  alone  ; but  it 
Was  not  necessarv — few  Spaniards  venture 
out,  aii.l  when  they  do,  they  seldom  escape  : 
for  the  cruisers  of  the  revolters  look  into  tins 
liarhor  with  impunity. 

“ Ft  is  not  safe  to  enquire  about  the  affairs  on 
the  continent;  hut  as  there  is  no  regtdation  in 
force  against  hearinir,  I could  not  bfjP 
licaringttsaf  the  stale  of  affairs  lu  tlie  neigh- 
borhood of  Vera  Cruz,  and  througfioul  .Mexico, 
would  render  it  unsafe  for  captain  generd  Apa- 
dnea  to  trust  himself  on  terra  firma.  even  if  he 
could  esc.spe  the  republican  cruisers.

GENERAL  W.  II  HARRISON. 

Dear  Sih, — In  answer  to  yours  of  the  30th 
of  June,  making  certain  enquiries,  &c.  I state, 
that  in  the  conversation  between  General  Hop- 
kins and  myself,  on  the  subject  of  the  cam- 
paign of  1813,  and  particularly  that  part  of  it 
against  the  enemy  in  Upper  Canada,  I found 
his  impressions  very  unfavourable  to  you.  He 
spoke  with  some  harshness,  and  particularly 
that  part,  where  the  army  under  your  com- 
mand had  pursued  the  enemy  as  f'  Sand- 
wich, where  he  stated,  you  determii^"A  . tt 
pursue  the  enemy  any  farther ; hut  1;  ' ive 
with  the  army  down  the  Lake,  as  far  as  Long- 
Point,  and  intercept  their  retreat,  tho  report, 
etl  distance  not  being  more  than  twelve  mile# 
to  the  main  road  leading  to  Burlington 
Heights,  and  that  you  maintained  that  opinion 
in  a board  or  council  of  officers,  and  that  you 
determined  to  act  agreeable  to  that  opinion, 
until  Governor  Shelby  told  you,  to  do  as  you 
pleated  with  the  regulars,  but  he  (Governor 
Shelby)  would  not  suffer  the  Kentucky  volun- 
teers to  go  down  the  Lake  in  the  open  boats, 
but  that  he  would  pursue  tlie  British  and  In- 
dians up  the  River  Thames,  with  the  Ken- 
tucky volunteers,  and  he  had  no  doubt  of  suor 
oesi — that  in  consequence  of  this  determinalion 
of  Governor  Shelby,  you,  without  saying  any 
thing  more  on  the  subject,  went  on  yourself 
with  the  Governor,  ami  directed  the  regulars 
to  follow  after — From  this  conduct  of  yours. 
General  Hopkins  concluded  no  credit  could  nr 
ought  to  attach  tn  you,  for  the  success  ol  the 
campaign.  I told  the  General  he  was  certainly 
mistaken  in  the  facta,  and  that  whoever  gave 
him  his  information,  knew  nothing  of  the 
transactions,  or  if  they  knew,  had  wilfully  mis- 
tated  them — His  answer  was,  that  lie  could 
not  doubt  his  information,  as  he  had  it  from  a 
person  who  was  on  the  spot,  and  had  every 
opportunity  of  knowing  every  thing  that  trans- 
pired. On  my  enquiring  who  gave  it  t > him, 
he  told  me  General  Desha,  and  he  had  also 
heard  nearly  the  same  from  others.  I told 
him  Genenti  Desha  had  had  as  good  ah  oppor- 
tunity of  knowing  of  those  things  as  I had ; 
but  that  I had  no  hesitation  m believiyg  his 
information  vo-y  different  from  facts, 

as  I had  always  understood  from  F.utixxior 
Shelby,  that  no  disagreemeut  in  opinnn  as  to 
the  movements  ol  the  army  had  ever  taken 
place  between  you  ; but  had  always  spoke  in 
the  most  exalted  terms  of  your  conduct  As 
1 commanded  the  van  guard  of  the  army  at 
that  time,  I was  directed  by  general  orders  to 
hold  my  regiment  ready  to  move  in  pursuit  of 
the  British  at  a minute’s  notice.  This  order 
was  given  to  me  the  night  the  army  got  to 
Sandwich,  and  it  would  appear  strange  that 
you  should  have  given  such  an  order,  and  at 
the  same  time  determined  not  to  pursue  tlie 
British  any  farther,  &c.  &c.

P.  S.  Immediately  on  reading  your  letter,  1 
wrote  to  General  Hopkins,  stating  the  con- 
versation between  us,  and  requested  an  answer 
from  him  giving  the  conversation  between  him 
and  Gen.  Desha,  as  fully  as  he  could  recollect, 
and  I would  have  answered  yours  immediately, 
but  have  been  waiting  for  General  Hopkins* 
answer  to  mine  ; so  soon  as  it  arrives  I shall 
forward  it  to  you  at  Lexington.  J.  3. 

In  a conversation  with  Gen  Harrison,  as  to 
some  reports  ih  circulation  at  Washington  City, 
calculated  in  their  nature  to  injure  his  charac- 
ter, I informed  him  that  Gen.  Deaba  had  been 
mentioned  to  me  as  the  author  of  the  report, 
"that  Den.  Harrison  would  nut  have  pursued 
the  British  army  under  Proctor,  but  for  the 
remonstrance  of  Gov.  Shelby,  and  his  threats 
to  pursue  Proctor  with  the  Kentucky  troops 
only.”  And  “ in  a conversation  with  the  Hon. 
Mr  Forsyth  and  another  member  of  Congress 
from  Georgia,  Gen.  Desha  was  referred  to  as 
the  author  of  this  report.

ed as  the  author  of  the  report.  A report  which 
I then  thought,  and  still  believe,  injured  very 
much  the  military  reputation  of  Gen.  Harrison.
